Suddenly 
a  shadowy  hnger  sweeps  them  completely  from  your  mind  and  you  are  stand- 
ing in  the  halls  of  Shore  in  1945.  The  faces  of  your  friends  arc  again  vivid 
and  familiar. 

Remember  our  sophomore  days  when  the  boys  generously  gave  each 
other  "brush  cuts11  with  disastrous  results.  .  .  .  when  the  boys  in  our  class 
became  the  Varsity  heroes  .  .  .  when  at  long  last  we  proudly  occupied  the 
front  center  scats  of  the  auditorium  .  .  .  remember  English  class  with  debates 
about  compulsory  military  training  .  .  .  and  how  enthusiastically  we  cheered 
the  football  and  basketball  games  .  .  . 

Remember  the  dreamy  time  had  at  the  Prom  .  .  .  clubs  every  night  after 
school  .  .  .  the    senior    banquet  .  .  .  and    one    occasion    we'll    never   forget 
commencement. 

When  scanning  these  pages  in  future  days  amid  friends  unknown  to  you 
in  high  school  days  and  perhaps  in  distant  cities,  if  you  can  say  then,  "I  re- 
member,11 we  will  feel  that  we  have  accomplished  our  purpose  in  publishing 
this  1945  Log. 
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M,e£&ag,e  to  Student*: 

As  we  prepare  for  the  post-war  period 
we  will  need  to  capture  for  civilian  life 
the  same  lofty  purposes  which  have 
guided  our  nation  through  this  great 
world  struggle.  The  same  heroic  devo- 
tion to  the  common  good,  the  same  per- 
sistent loyalty  to  high  ideals,  the  same 
intensive  resistance  to  the  comfortable 
and  the  easy,  the  same  insistent  defense 
of  high  principles  will  be  needed.  We 
must  heighten  our  respect  for  the  great- 
ness of  common  people,  we  must  re- 
awaken our  minds  to  what  ordinary 
people  with  extraordinary  conviction  can 
do.
